Local Weather Bureau Chief Gives 
Pessimistic View of 
Outlook. 

According to the weekly weather and 
crop bulletin issued by Section Director 
J. B. Marbury the cotton erop is in a 
eritical condition. The crop is about’ one 
month late and the cotton continues to 
open, shed and rust rapidly: picking is 
becoming general in the southern and 
middle sections. The weather conditions 
during the past week have becn detrimen- 
tal to all crops, cotton being an especial 

sufferer. 

The summary of the official bulletin fol- 
lows: 

“During the week the weather has been 
excessively dry with hot days and moder- 
ateiy cool nights. These conditions have 
been detrimental to all crops, especiaily 
cotton, which continues to open, shed and 
rust rapidly. Picking commenced ina few 
northern counties and becoming general 
in the m‘ddle and southern sections and a 
good many bales have been ginned and 
marketed The cotton crop is now abot 
where {t should be early in August and is 
in a very critical condition, Fodder pull- 
ing on eariy corn is nearing completion 
in many sections and iarge quantitics 
have heen secured in fine condition. The 
continued droughty conditions are disa:- 
trous to pastures, turnnips and all late 
crops. Owing to the dry baked condition 
of the soi] it is impossible to make any 


preparations for fall seeding and turnip!

He says his wife then threw her arms 
around him and tried to choke him, say- 
ing something about both of them going 
to Heaven together.

The woman then jumped out of the 
window and left the place, going to the 
farm of W. Q. Hammond, where she 
appeared early in the morning, acting in 
a strange manner as if demented.

Washington, September 8.—After delib- 
erating for several weeks over a mass 
of documents submitted by the postoffice 
inspectors, the federal grand jury in 
this city returned seven indictmenis to- 
dey in postal cases, involving six differ- 
€.t persors. 

Al! the indictments were kept off the 
public records and both the officials of 
the district attorney's offices and cf the 
pestoffice department refused to discuss 
rames oc details of the indictments until 
the parties indicted are arresied. The 
identity of the Indicted individuals thus 
was fjeft a matter of conjecture. It Its 
expected that arrests will occur tomor- 
rcew morning and that the postoffice de- 
rartment will have some announcement 
to make during the forenoon. 

The grand jury action probably marks 
the beginning of the end of the investt- 
gaticrs that have been in progress since 
the middie of last March. Voluminous 
evidence has been laid before the grand 
jury as the result of the inquiry, and 
while the present report of the jury dls- 
tcses of mest of the cases, there yet re- 
main several cases to ve pagsed upon. 
When the latter aré disposed of, accord- 
irg to Postmaster General Payne, the 
investigation so far as the work at 
Washington is concerned, will be at an 
end. Several of the persons indicted to- 
day iive outside of Washington. 

Postmaster Géneral Payne and Fourth 
Assistant BPistow received word of the 
grand jury's action after that 
body reported, and they 
had a long conference on the swbject. 
Both officials refused to divulge details 
rénding official notification 
Two other important events occurred to- 
Gay in the postal-inquiry. 

Stern Found in Canada. 

Leopold Stern, the Baltimore contrac- 
ter who disappeared from Baltimore be- 
fore he could be arrested on an indict- 
ment returned July 31 last, was located 
at Toronto, Canada, and the long delayed 
surrender of George W. Beavers, the 
former head of the salarv and allowance 
Civision, to the New York authorities 
tcok place. The postal officials have 
been searching for Stern evtr since §e 
disazpeared and finally received werd 
from the Canadian authorities that he 
is in Toronto. They expressed consider- 
able vexation at the premature publica- 
tion of his whereabouts on account of 
the problera of extradition that now con- 
fronts the government and the possibil- 
ity of his making good his escape now 
tlat the informnation has become public 
in advance of the readiness of the au- 
thorities to effect his arrest. 

‘Che question has been taken up with 
the state department. The case has fea- 
tures similar to that In the Greene-Gay- 
ndr case. It was then contended that 
conspiracy was not extraditable, but the 
state department took the view that the 
acts themselves involved alleged embez- 
zietr.ent and constituted extraditable of- 
ferses. This involves the drafting of a 
réw complaint to present to the Cana- 
dian authorities a@ a condition precedent 
to denanding the arrest and surrender 
of £tern. 

George W. Beavers Surrenders. 

New York, September S8.—George W. 
Feavers, the former head of the salary 
and allowance division of the postoffice 
department at Washingten, surrendered 
himself in the office of United States 
Commissioner Hitchcock in this city to- 
day andi gave $5,000 bail for his appear- 
ance before Commissioner Hitchcock Sep- 
tember 15 

The former postal Official came to the 
cffice of United States Marshal Henkel 
accompanied ty his attorney and _ the 
latter announced Beavers wished to sur- 
render himself to the authorities. Mr. 
Beavers was then formally arraigned be- 
fcre Commissioner Hitchcock and the 
zgmount of bail agreed upon ty counsel 
and the date set for the preliminary ex- 
amination. The bondsnian, J. R. Bown, 
cf this city, qualified in the sui of $10,- 
000, double the amount of the bond, and 
Mr. Beavers and his counsel left the 
building. United States District Attorney 
Burnett last week notified Beavers’ coun- 
sel that a bench warrant had heen issued 
for the arrest of Beavers; that he would 
be taken into custody forthwith if 
aid not immediately surrender himself. 
The defendant's lawvers then verbally 
informed the federal authorities that they 
would produce their client Tuesday, 

Stern Will Fight Extradition. 

Toronto, Ont.. September 8.—Mr. Stern 
declined to be seen when a_ reporter 
called at his home today. He referred all 
callers to his attorney. Mr. Stern's law- 
yer said that his clen€ was’ready to 
appear before an extradition judge and 
prove his innocence which is interpreted 
as a declaration that exiradition proceed- 
ings will be fought to the end. He will 
not leave the city, the attorney said, and 
if an extradition warrant is secured Mr. 
Stern will leave at once for Washington,

Riot at Beirut May Result in 
Speedy Action by the United 
States, 


ALL OF TURKEY SEEMS 
T0 BE IN A FERMENT 


In the Beirut Affair One of Those 
Attacked Was an Employee of 
the American College—The 
Feeling Against Chris- 
tians Bitter. 


Washington, September 8&—Cablegrams 
were received at the state and navy de- 
partments today from Minister Lejsh- 
man at Constantinople and Admiral 
Cotton, commanding the American squad- 
ron now in Turkish waters, respectively, 
giving an account of the riot which oc- 
curred at Beirut Sunday. 

It was stated at the navy department 
that new instructions had gone to 
Admiral Cotton tm consequence of to- 
day’s report: Instructions sent to Min- 
ister Leishman today contemplate that 
he keep the state department constantly 
informed as to the situation, that the 
department may know to what extent 
protection is being afforded American cit- 
izens. The president was advised of the 
facts reported to Washington today. 

Rear Admiral Cotton's cablegram is 
dated Beirut, September 7, and is as 
follows: 

“Violence and bloodshed between Mo- 
hammedans and native Christians oc- 
curred at Beirut Sunday.

“No nation has openly attempted to de- 
stroy the precious quality of either gold 
or silver and none will ever do so effect- 
ually. They wi] outlive all opposition and 
defy destruction, while they will scorn 
the neglect of nations. 
heresy against the order of nature to at- 
tempt to deprive either gold or silver of 
its precious quality as a money metal. 

“It is equally disparaging to the daw 
of equal persona! rights and privileges ac- 
corded to all men—the right to exist and 
the right to the pursuit of happfness-- 
that we should so legislate and so dis- 
criminate as to make sjlver the cheaper 
money of labor. and gold the money of 
these who live on the labor of others, in- 
stead of living by the labor of their own 
hands 

“This done when the coinage laws 
and the legal tender laws discriminate 
against silver as a money metal, or as a 
lega}] tender for debts. 

“Our laws nake thege discriminations 
by refusing equal privileges to silver in 
the coinage of money, and by limiting the 
legal] tender power of silver coins. 

“Whatever privileges of coinage are 
given to one metal should be given to 
the other; and the rule should be the 
Same and not different as to the legal ten- 
der power of gold and silver coins. 

“It is the constitutional right of con- 
gress to provide for the coinage of money 


is 


| and to regulate its value as between these 


metals; but it is not within the constitu- 
tiona! authority to destroy the value of 
either by legisation. 

“Congress can fix the relative value of 
the coins of either metal Secording to 
weight and fineness, but when the coins 
are struck, congress cannot change the 
value of a gold dollar or a silver dollar 
by discriminating between them as to 
their purchasing power or debt-paying 
power, or by legal tender laws that lessen 
either coin below the value stamped on its 
face. 

“We make these discriminations against 
silver in our coinage regulations and in 
our legal tender Jaws, and we thereby dis- 
criminate against silver and destroy its 
precious quality as a money metal. 

“We do by indirection what no nation 
dares to do by open and repressive legis. 
lation at the peril of the safety of Its 
government. 

“The laws should be changed and the 
peace and friendship between gold and 
silver should be restored to the condition 
that existed during the first half century 
of our nationa! life. 

“The losses and disadvantages imposed 
upon the poorer classes by our laws 
that discriminate against silver as to 
coinage and as legal tender power appear 
in almost every transaction in which they 
engage. 

Gold and Silver Basis. 

“We cannot change by our laws the 
monetary systems of foreign countries. 
and while we could do much in that di- 
rection to give strength to silver—the 
American metal—we have no higher du- 
ties than to take care of our people in 
their home work by securing to them 
all the benefits of the silver and gold 
that are so richly stored ir our mines. 

“To do this we must change the basfs 
of our present system of finance and na- 
tional banking so that our capital shall 
consist of gold and silver actually accu- 
mulated, instead of resting it solely upon 
our national credit based on the power of 
taxation with pledges of national faith 
to provide the gold, or the gold and 
silver, to redeem our obligations on de- 
mand or when they shal! fall due. 
“We must change our currency sys- 
tem from a credit basis to a specie basis 
of national banking if we would make it 
just to all classes and independent of tne 
power of. monopolistic combines.

“This tempting fallacy 
the basis of credit, instead 
silver in the bank vaulis, 
of the monopolistic class 
banking, which opens the 
wildest projects that. have ever found 
practica! and disastrous illustration in 
the frauds, bankruptcies agd ruin infliet- 
ed upon the people’ by the licentious 
abuse of their confidence, and the grind 
of their necessities, in the issue of ‘wild- 
and ‘pigeon roost’ currency to circu- 
late as money. 

“Our system of nationa! banking based 

on the national credit, being 
cGangerous and oppressive to 
taxpayers, the simple and effective rem- 
edy is found in the payment of the na- 
tional debt and the substitution of gold 
and silver in place of that debt as the 
basis of national banWBtng. 

“The true wealth of our country, as it 
all countries, depends upon the 
thrift and the ‘prosperity of our. indns- 
tries, accompanied with the permanent 
stores of the precious metals, sufficient 
to prevent injurious depression in trade 
through our lack of a full] supply of 
money for proper purposes. 

“No country can suffer or be disturbed 
in its industries by panics that maintains 
a safe réserve of precious metals for the 
of its. people as money. 

Not Hoarding Idle Wealth. 

“Such a policy ia aot a hoarding of 
idje wealth, but the necumulation of f- 
nancial power, that gives prestige to a 
nation and security to its people. 

“If we. place gold and silver as the 
foundation of our currency, in national 
banks, controlled by our government, and 
pledge the faith of the government to 
the redemption of the issues of the banks 
in gold and ‘silver coins, at the option of 
the holder, these depositories, instead of 
being raided and depleted by speculators 
in coin and closed by panics created for 
the purpose, will increase with the 
growth of our country and will put cap- 
ita] at work for the benefit of the people. 

“Such a system with balances’ of 
foreign trade in our favor will cause a 
steady and immeasurable increase in 
wealth In which every citizen will have 
the full share that is due to honest in- 
dustry. 

“The battles of ‘the standards’ will 
cease, and the ratio fietween the métals, 
according to weight, will cease to trouble 
and the purchasing power, and the debt 
paying power of the metals will all be 
adjusted by the value of the currency 
they represent and support, and in all 
these functions they will work together 
for the good of the country. 

“The paper currency issued upon a 
joint specie basis of gold and silver will 
always represent the highest relative 
value that any country can attribute to 
gold or to silver, and such paper issues 
guaranteed by the government, as to 
redemption in gold or silver at the option 
of the holder, will be as good as the best 
money that any country ca@ supply, and 
it will be current, without discount, in 
all the commercial countries. 

“If we change our system of banking 
from a credit basis to a cash basis, using 
the precious metals for its foundation 
and the credit of the government to in- 
sure its integrity, we will forever close 
the door upon the bickerings that cause 
distrust, antagonism and panics in our 
financial affairs.

The perpetual use of the canal gone !s 
gtanted provided that at the expiration 
of each hundred yéars the United States 
Shall pay during the succeeding hundred 
years 25 per cent more and 
rental than for the preceding term, the 
premium beginning at $400,000 and the 
rental at $400. 

The mixed tribunals in the canal zone 
Ehalj try suits between foreigners or be- 
tween Colombians and foreigners. 

The police and sanitary measures shall 
be practically in charge of the United 
States. 

Twenty million dollars is fixed as the 
price of the concession, besides the rental

Cases Goes No 
More.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga, September 8.—(Special.)—A 
side take-out to which the members of the 
police force here give had access for 
years past was cut off peremptorily this 
morning by an order from Mayor Smith. 

It was an easy graft by which police- 
men had been obtaining $1 upon every 
case made in police court by them in 
which the defendant was committed to 
the city court by the police court judge. 
whether that defendant was convicted or 
acquitted when arraigned before a judge 
and jury of the city court. 

The scheme had been in vogue here for 
many years. and as far back as Major 
Owen Kenan’s occupancy of the chief of 
police chair efforts had been made to 
break it up, but without success. Appar- 
ently without the knowledge of the mayor 
or of any chief of police, the graft has 
been manipulated to a successful stand- 
still by police officers, whose names have 
appeared on the commitment papers per- 
fected in police court by whick a pris- 
oner was sent On to the city court. How 
much longer the plan would have worked 
had it not been exposed during the 
Pearce-Freeman investigation can not be 
said. 

While working upon one count of tho 
bill of indictrgent last night, Polife- 
man Davis, under oath, stated that he 
received from the dlerk of the clty 
court $1 for every case carrjed from the 
police court. It developed during the 
investigation that, in many instances 
where the recorder had failed to bind 
a defendant over, the arresting officer had 
sworn out an accusation against the par- 
ty discharged, and that when the com- 
pDiaint was lodged tn the city court. the 
dollar had invariably been paid the offi- 
cer, 

The disclosure created quite a sensa- 
tion among the members of the board 
of aldermen and city offictals present, and 
early this morning Mayor Smith hegan 
an investigation of the matter. tle 
found that a section of the code, a8 we'll 
as one of the rules governing the police 
department, positively prohihited anv 
member of the police force from accept- 
ing any reward of any kind or char- 
acter whatever, or any money for any 
service he might pertorm, other than 
money the city has agreed to pay the 
Policga officer in the WBY of a mogpthly 
salary. The rule, however, allows a 
member to take any reward or other ex- 
tra compensation. Provided the mayor 
gives his consent. 

Mayor Smith, immediately after equip- 
ping himself with the facts, sent: for 
Chief of Police Murphy, to whom he re.- 
lated his discoveries. He then instructed 
the chief to issue an order prohibiting 
the members 
cepting that 
any longer.

Now Closed. 


City Attorney Minter Wimberly Also 
Submitted Letter Regarding 
Manner of Prosecuting 
Gam blers—Directors 
for Price Library.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 8.—(Special.)—Al!- 
derman Jones, as chairman of the special 
committee to which the problem of gam- 
bling within the city of Macon was ro- 
ferred some time ago, tonight submitted 
his report. 

The document was in writing and simply 


declared that since the question was first | 


brought up in the board of aldermen 
every house in the city given to gaming 
purposes had been closed and that as far 
as the committee could ascertain there 
was not a place of that kind in the city. 

“Along with this report,’’ said Alderman 
Jones, “your special committee desires to 
submit a letter from the city attorney 
touching this question.” 

This letter was from Hon. Minter Wim- 
berly, city attorney, and in that letter the 
city attorney declared that in his opinion 
neither the mayor nor the council could 
purnish gamblers the ordinance 
covering Gisorderly conduct. The citv at- 
‘orney was clearly of the opinion, how- 
that the mayor and council could 
supress gambling, declaring it a nuisance 
and that they could order the arrest of 
the gambiers. 

Hie cited a case showing that gambling 
was a state offense and that punishment 
for gambling itself could be meted ont 
only in the state courts. The city at- 
torney in his opinion asserted. that 
gamblers are declared by law to be va- 
grants and as such they would come with- 
in the jurtsdiction of the recorder's court. 
The report was adopted. 

Library Plan Adopted. 

The special committee on the Price li- 
brary suggested that the elty accept the 
library and maintain retaining the 
name now in use and the rules governing 
libraries. The report was along the lines 
suggested by the county commissioners to 
the board of aldermen a week ago.

Fined $75 by Judge Hodges. 
New Case Up 
Today.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., 8.—(Special.)— 
Notwithstanding an eloquent plea made 
by her attorney, John R. Cooper, Alile 
Nichols, the woman,

He asked why 
She had been singled out and so many 
efforts made to place her on the chain 
gang when it was a notorious fact that 
many others of her ilk were roaming the 
Streets and occupying the houses of. the 
city? He declared it most extraordinary 
and said there must be some reason for 
the strenuous efforts made by the people 
across the river.

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The Lynching Evil. 
“No nation ever retains liberty after 


it ceases to maintain the law,” writes 
Bishop Warren A. Candler, in his ad- 


mirable and timely excoriation of the 


lynching evil, which The Constitution 
publishes today. And no nation can 
rightly boast of having . attained a 
high stage of civilization whose peo- 
ple do not make respect for the law 
the corner stone of their practice, as 
well as of their profession. Only 
through respect for the law, and the 
determination to see it upheld in ev- 
ery instance and at any hazard, can 
that state be reached in which the 
rights of men are respected and per- 
fect justice secured. 

Bishop Candler uses language none 
too strong in criticising those who 
would condone the anarchy which 
takes the form of lynching. For it is 
anarchy in its most dangerous form— 
anarchy which does not deign to no- 
tice property, but goes after human 
life. The dangers he sees in the 
spread of the lynching evil are not 
overestimated. Drive from the people 
respect for the law, and you strike 
down the law; and then comes an- 
archy and the deluge. 

There fre, unquestionably, extreme 
provocations for lynchings in some 
cases, but there is no honesty in the 
claim—north or south—that lynching 
is resorted to only as summary pun- 
ishment for a single crime. Take the 
country over and the records will 
show, as pointedly emphasized by 
Bishop Candler, that not more than 
one-fourth the lynchings of recent 
years have come as punishment for 
the unspeakable crime. An Indiana 
lynching which resulted in fhe killim 
of several people had its inception in 
resentment toward a criminal for 
shooting a policeman; a Mississippl 
lynching was inspired by an attempt 
at arson; a mob broke loose in IIli- 
nois, overthrowing the law and com- 
mitting murder, because some inno- 
cent negroes attempted to work in the 
mines there; there have, unquestion- 
ably, been many lynchings which had 
no possible relationship to the crime 
of rape.

If the Panama members of 
the Colombian congress have thought 
of withdrawing, and if there is any 
movement toward secession on the 
part of the people of Panama, it is 
not known in Panama. 

The fact is that this secession 
movement has existed principally, if 
not solely, in the minds of those 
Americans who have been so thor- 
oughly imbued with the spirit of 
soldiers-of-fortune fiction of — the 
Richard Harding Davis type that 
they do not accord to the South 
‘American republic any rights that 
this government is bound to 
spect. These would run rough- 
rider-shod over the Republic of 
Colombia and make that country swal- 
low the canal treaty, whether it wants 
to do so or not. They are also doing 
a great deal of howling about iniqul- 
tous politicians at Bogata, forgetful 
of the part which politicians have 
played in postponing canal legislation 
at Washington for many years and in 
the final substitution of the Panama 
for the Nicaragua route, They forget 
that the canal treaty is a business 
proposition between two nations in 
which one has as many rights as the 
other; that the Colombian congress 
has the right to decline the terms of- 
fered by this government if these con- 
travene the constitution of that coun- 
try or are not considered advanta- 
geous; that, in fact, Colombia is at lib 
erty to turn the canal _ proposition 
down entirely if it desires to do so. 

Instead of berating the officials and 
the politicians of Colombia for not 
seeing things as we see them, these 
eloquent advocates of Panama seces- 
sidn would do more to advance the 
canal cause by joining with The Con-

All Three Executors of Collier 
Will Are Included, 


Pending Settlement of Caveat, Any 
Disposition of Any Part of the 
Estate Can Be Made Only 
with the Consent of All 
Three Executors. 


Executors of the G. W. Collier wis 
vere yesterdey ordered by Ordinary 
John R. Wilkinson to file bonds in the 
Sum of $25,000 each. This order includes 
George W. Ccllier as well as Judge J. 
N. Bateman and Henry L. Collier. 

The executurs and their attorneys met 
fn the ordinary’s court room at 190 
Oclock and the hearing lasted only a 
Short time. The attorneys for Judge 
Bateman and Henry Collier, the iwo ex- 
ecutors of whom bonds had been de- 
Tranded, stated that their elients stood 
teady and willing to make bonds, but 
that they desired George W. Collier to 
be j. laced under the same requirement. 

The petition of the caveators, contain- 
ing so many sersatiena! allezations, was 
Mot read, nor was the enswer filed on 
Monday by the executcrs.

THIS KIND OF CORN NOT NEW. 


Farmer Near Columbus Sends an 
Unusual Variety for 
Examination. 

Cc. F. Brown, a farmer living near Co- 


lumbus, has an acre planted in an un- 
usual variety of corn, from which he 
thinks he wil] gather about 100 bushels. 
Several grains of this corn were sent to 
The Constitution the other day, and they 
were referred to Director R, J. Redding, 
of the state experimental station, for 
examination. 

The variety is commonly Known as 
“pod” corn, and while it is not new, as 
Director Redding states, its peculiarity is 
that each separate grain inclosed in 
a small shuck or pod of a magerial sim- 
ilar to that of the regular outside shuck 
of the corn ear. The grains are. large 
and seem to be of excellent qual- 
ity. 
a the result of his examination of the 
corn, Director Redding writes as foli- 
lows: 

“Editor Constitution: I have yourg of 
the 3d, inclosing letter from Mr. Berry, 
containing three grains of corn for ex- 
amination and name. In reply, I beg to 
say that the name of this variety is Zea 
tunicata. It is not a distinct species, 
but is what is called a ‘“‘species group,” 
the common name is ‘‘pod’’ corn. It is 
nat by any means a new and before un- 
heard-of variety. Every now and then 
it comes to the front, and great things 
are claimed for it. The best proof. how- 
ever, that it hag nO merit js the fact 
that it has never gained a foothold in 
our agriculture. 

“This species is found in Mexico, and 
I think, also in South America, apd it 
is supposed that it goes nearer to the 
original wild species than any other 
of the cultivated corns. Very truly,

BONDS OF CITY 
CAUSING TALK 


Contemplated Issue of Four Per 
Cents Not Reparded Kindly, 


The Splendid Activity of Council- 
man Amorous While He Was 
Acting Chairman of the 
Finance Committee Con- 
siderably Discussed. 


The fact that Councilman Martin 
Amorous made a record for himself while 
acting as chairman of the city’s finance 
committee and the rumors that are con- 
nected with the forthcoming issue of re~ 
demption bonds have been considerably 
discussed {in city hall circles during the 
past few days, and it is not, at all im- 
probable that something will be said 
during the session of council this after- 
noon regarding the matter.
